Editer, The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — On August 2 your 

paper reported that crop 
insurance was under discus- 
sion. This is good news for 
the farmers, since no other 
industry is subjected to so 
risks and uncertain- 
Naturally, the In- 
surance Fund raises several 
problems: 

a. How much insurance can 

a crop carry? This, of 

course, is a purely economic 
question. In order to answer 
it we must know, not only 
the value of the crop, but 
the riskg involved, their in- 
cidence and their severity. 
b. Insurance is paid only 
after the necessary pre- 
cautions are taken. re 
are ways of preventing or 
lessening the damage to the 
crop. But the farmer must 
be forewarned of approach- 
ing unfavourable conditions 
in order to save his crop. 
. By choosing the best lo- 
dation and the best site we 
may help a lot in alleviat- 
ing hazardg and damages.

Ancient Cite 

The first new village that 
may be established will be at 
ancient Ovdat, nine kilometres 
further along the road. Ovdat 
Was an important city in Na- 
batean days, some authorities 
putting its population as high 
as 50,000. For the Nabateans, 
and later the Byzantines, it 
was an important station on 
the road to Petra and to 
Eilat. The ruins of its houses, 
cave dwellings, temples and 
fortresses, still surmount the 


hill which everlooks the road. 


By the road itself is the an- 
cient Roman bath house, in 
an excellent state of preserv. 
ation apart from a few stones, 
that have been looted at var- 
ious times and its wells are 
still usable. The rock-hewn 
cisterns which formed the 
Nabateans’ reservoirs may 
be refurbished to serve as 
the basis for water storage 
for the new settlement; the 
channels that collected the 
water are still extant. 


Agriculture here, based on 
the ancient terraces and fed 
with water from the numer- 
ous springs, the cisterns and 
deep drillings, could provide 
employment for 100 families. 
At least 100 more could find 
their employment from sheep 
raising, services, tourism, 
light industry and outside 
employment on roadworks 
and the industria] enterprises 
of Sde Boker and Makhtesh 
Ramon.
